The Bank was of great assistance to 
“thé new comers, and it was due in 
no small measure to the accemmoda- 
tion extended, that this part of Al- 
betta developed very rapidly. For 
over twenty years the Merchants 
Bank of: Canada served town and 
country and many of our old timers 
owe their success to the friendly and 
and ‘generous treatment extended to 
them when the country was young, 
and assistance was needed. In 1921 
The Merchatns Bank was merged 
with the Bank of Montreal and lost 
its identity, but the same generous 
treatment has been extended by its 
successor, and many who thirty years 
ago obtaimed their ‘‘start’’ from this 
institution are still numbered among 
its most loyal clients.

It has total assets of more 
than $800,000,000, and as is the case 
with all Canadian banks, absolute 
safdty is assured clients. Before 
closing this little bank history, we 
would like to eomplimen’ the institu- 
tiorl.on the very friendly attitude of 
every manager Lacombe has _ had. 
‘Following Mr. Taylor, came Mr. E. 
W. MeMullen, Mr. ‘‘Barney’’ Shialds, 
Mr, ‘‘Dutchy’’ Morison, and Mr. A, 
Belcher, the present manager, (who 
has been manager here on two occa- 
sions). These gentlemen have always 
treated clients of the bank with the 
greatest consideration, and have 
created a very friendly feeling for 
the institution, They have always 
been found ready and willing to help 
development in every possible way. 
With’ the advent’ of the Merchants 
Bank of Canada, the real develop- 
ment of Lacombe commenced, and 
steady growth has been maintained. 

There are many here now who can 
reea@l) clearly our history since 1900, 
but we think a little ‘‘ancient’’ his- 
tory may be of interest to ou: read- 
ers. In 1887, when the writ:r took 
his first trip from Calgary to 
monton, via the pioneer stage and 
mail line operated by Messrs. Scott 
&Leeson, Alberta was a part of the 
Northwest Territories, and the coun- 
try between Calgary and Edmonton 
was a vast, lone land. There were 
none of the present towns in exist- 
ence and no settlers east or west 
acrogs the Province in the territory 
now tributary to Calgary-Edmonton 
line and its branches. The Calgary 
and Edmonton trail was a mail and 
freight route, and had been for some 
years. All the mail and freight 
for Edmonton, then not much more 
than. a village, and all the trading 
posts from there to the Arctic ocean, 
came in via. Calgary and was freight- 
ed over this route by wagons hauled 
by oxen ahd Red River carts with 
cayuses as the motive power, and 
this “industry afforded employment 
for hundreds of half breeds and a 
few white men. There were stopping 
houses about every ten miles, and 
travellers by the weekly mail stages 
put up at these places, usually oper- 
ated by a bachelor. 


Barnett, who 
is still owner of the property, was

on top of the hill on Nanton St., 
oppdsite the résidence of Mr. 
Peargon. 

The freighters camped along the 
traik wherever there were watering 
placés and good grass was in abund- 
ance. It was a picturesque sight to 


see the long strings of carts, some- | 
times numbering fifty or sixty ve- | 


hiclee, strung along the trail for 
nearly a mile at times, and their ap- 
proagh was heralded for miles by the 
screeching of the dry wood axles and 
hubs. The freighters had to carry 
wood with them from Calgary to 
what was then called the Lone Pine 
Stopping House, almost on the pres- 
ent site of Bowden, seventy miles 
north of Calgary, as there was no 


timber along that-part of the route. | 


From there on there was plenty of 
timber and shelter, as the rest of 
the way was through Alberta's beeu-

ton Railway was commenced on July 
26th, 1890. There was great celebra- 
tion at the junction of the road in 
Calgary to honor the event and at the 
time it seemed that all the residents’ 
of the territory were present, both 
whites and Indians, here was an en- 
ommous crowd, The first part of the 
celebration was the feasting, and a 
huge roasted steer was consumed with 


refteshments. People in those days 
had real appetites, The Hon. Edgar 
Dewdney, then Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Northwest Territories, per- 
formed the next ceremony, the turn- 
ing of the first sod. A wheelbarrow 
elted a load of sod, and then wheeled 
it to the middle of the right-of-way 
and dumped it, solemnly | declaring 
the first sod to be duly turned and 
the construction of - mashed prop- 
erly started. 

After the turning of tie ond there 
‘were speeches by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and Frank Oliver, then editor 
of the Edmoniton Bulletin, and sub- 
sequently Minister of the Interior for 
the Dominion; Rev. Leonard Gaetz, 
missionary at the Red Deer river; 
James Scott, sep souming the Rail- 
way, and others, 

The railway work was rushed-along 
and the line was completed to Ed- 
monton in 1891. While construction 
was going on the principal towns 
and villages along the line were laid 
out, and subsequently given the 
names they known by today. For the 
first five years after construction, 
the railway only operated one mixed 
train per week, and this one train 
was more than sufficient to give 
ample service to all the population 
there was in the country north of 
‘Calgary at that time. 

By this time the district around 
Lacombe was settling up rapidly with 
farmers from all parts of the Do- 
minion and U.S., attracted by the 
ideal conditions existing here for 
mixed farming and the wonderful 
fertility af our soil. Here there was 
plenty of shelter for stock and an 
abundance of fuel. Many of our first 
settlers are still on their original 
farms, and have prospered exceed- 
ingly. 

About this time. the Village of 
Lacombe came into existence and 
showed signs of growth. There was 
an hotel on the corner where the 
Adelphi now stands, conducted by 
Mowbley & Bradshaw. Mr. James 
Johnston, now of Edmonton, con- 
ducted a general store on the pres- 
ent site of the Red and White Stores 
and there was a butcher shop between 
it and the hotel. On the corner 
south-west, where the Fosnaugh 
building now stands, there was a 
small log building, owned at the time 
by the late Senator Talbot. Mr. G. 
A. Reid, now in Texas, conducted a 
hardware store on the hot now occu- 
pied by. Messrs. Morrison and John- 
ston. The post office was in a small 
frame shack on its present site, and 
Mr. Geo. Jameson, who died some 
thirty years ago, was postmaster. 
Mr. Jameson had succeeded the first 
postmagter, Mr. Jacob Dolmage, and 
only lived about a year after taking 
office. A small confectionery store 
occupied the corner where the F. E. 
McLeod store now stands, and direct- 
ly north of it on Glass St., was a 
warehouse owned by the late Wm. 
Burris. Above this warehouse was 
a small hall, which was at that time 
used for meetings, social gatherings, 
etc. The late Mr. John Beatty oper- |

Co-Operative Societies 
Lose Much Money 


The game of politics was played 
with consumate skill in the legisla- 
ture at Edmonton during the last 
week. To any outsider with an un- 
biased mind and an eye open to the 
inner drift of events the exhibition 
was as interesting and as signific- 
ant as any witnessed in larger par- 
liaments. 

The outstanding debate of the week 
centred around.the auditor’s report 
on the co-operative credit societies of 
The chief players in 
the intriguing game being W. R. 
Howson, Liberal member for Ed- 
monton, Premier J. E. Brownlee, 
Hugh Farthing, Conservative, of Cal- 
gary, and other members of the min- 
istry and the house. 

On the whole, although the gov- 
ernment was able to side-track the 
motion of the Liberals, moved by 
Mr. Howson, to have an independent 
commission investigate the values 
of the outstanding loans of the var- 
ious credit societies, and have the 
work handed instead to the standing 
committee of the house, through an 
amendment of Hugh C. Farthing’s 
it came off a distinct second best 
both in the debate and in the ulti- 
mate result of the contest. 

There was a lack of astuteness and 
foresight in the play of the admin- 
istration against their opponents that 
marked the battle as pretty much of 
a defeat in reaiity, despite the score 
board tally of voting. One rather sus- 
pects that Premier Brownlee and his 
cabinet have been aware of the sig- 
nificance. of the situation which the 
amendment they accepted rather has- 
tily has created. If they do not see 
the situation as it is Premier Brown- 
lee has lost much of his political 
Clear-sightedness and his cabinet 
ministers are denser than one has 
been led to expect. 

The situation briefly stated is this: 
Government statements in reply to 
questions in the house as well as the 
revelations of the provincial audit- 
or’s statement indicate that the prov- 
ince stands to lose considerable sums 
of money through the co-operative 
loan societies. The Liberal opposi- 
tion has charged that there has been 
maladministration and mismanage- 
ment of a very gross character in 
these societies, The opposition 
speakers have pointed out that  or- 
dinary business precautions were not 
taken into account in some of the 
investments and loans of the socie- 
ties, with the consequence that the 
province will have to foot the bill 
running into hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

In answering these charges the 
govvernment has edged, evaded, de- 
nied and staHNed the issue. It has 
battled bravely and, to quite an ex- 
tent, effectively against the allega- 
tions of the opposition speakers. But 
in the long run it Was fallen into a 
trap and ‘following the passage of 
the amendment of Hugh C. Farth- 
ing, Conservative of Calgary, which 
was intended to offer a way of es- 
cape from the resolution of W. R. 
Howson, Liberal, of Edmonton, every 
member of the U.F.A. party, includ- 
ing the ministers, have been tripped 
into an admission, from which they

In other words instead of the, gov- 
erment voting for a motion that was 
cut off at the neck and replaced by 
new trunk and legs, it was trapped 
into voting for the whole head, trunk, 
arms and spitit of the original mo- 
tion and only adding to it the legs. 

Now Alberta, knows without any 
probe of the audit that the province | 
stands to loge vast sums through the 
mismanagement and reckless admin- | 
istration of the societies under the 
government's control, . The people 
know this. on the authority of the 
vote cast by the U.F.A, members of 
the legislature, despite their denials 
of the facts. 

Thus it will be clear to most people 
that while the government succeeded 
in its move to have the unwelcome 
resolution of Mr. Howson mutilated 
and sidetracked, it slipped and stum- 
bled into a false move before the su- 
perior tactics of the Liberal opposi- 
tion, when it voted too hastily for an 
amendment which will prove a hard 
thing to get over. :

Are Wheat Prospects 
More Promising? 


The conference to be held in Rome 

at the end of this month may result 
in. effective international action to- 
wards improving the position of: the 
wheat producers. Canada, having 
so vital an interest in “the matters to 
be discussed, could not afford to be 
without representation there. The 
government has accordingly decided 
to send its high commissioner to Brit- 
ain, Mr. Ferguson, the Canadian ad- 
visory officer at Geneva, Dr. Riddell, 
and the poob’s London agent, Mr. 
Smith, as its delegates. 
The United States will not partic- 
ipate. It fecls that by so doing it 
might encourage its growers to  be- 
Jieve that they could compete in out- 
side markets and it is aiming ct put- 
ting its production on a domestic 
basis. If it attains that object, it 
wll accomplish more toward stabil- 
izing the world situation than is op- 
en to it by any other means. Canada, 
of course, is in a very different situ- 
ation. 

While the greater diversification 
in our western agriculture that is in 
prospect is needed, everyone must 
recognize that its chief reliance will 
be grain growing for: some time to 
come. The failure of the wheat mar- 
ket to hold the advance that it made 
two weeks ago was exceedingly dis- 
appointing and there is little com- 


fort in most of the forecasts for the Round Steak lb. ae ® 15c. | 


immediae future that are being pub- 
lished. But confidence continues to 
be expressed by those who take the 
long look backward. They know 
how quickly the world wheat posi- 
tion can change. They cannot be- 
lieve that production conditions can 
remain for any great length of time 
so exceptionally favorable as they 
have on the whole been during the 
past half a dozen years. In _addi- 
tion, general business betterment, of 
which there has been evidence of 
late, is certain to have, if it contin- 
ues, a marked influence on the de- 
;}mand for wheat. Low prices have 
led to the absorbing of supplies at a 
much more rapid rate than otherwise 


that Ruaggie has had a very bearish 
effect on the market. Between 1906 
and 1913, as a result of Witte’s poli- 
cies, it increased its wheat produc- 
tion from 660,000,000 bushels to 
1,028,000,000 bushels.

It will have 
to be some form of organization that 
will not leave the province holding 
the bag. The people cannot go en 
forever footing the bills of ongantz 
ations that get into trouble.’’ 

Apropos of the Saskatchewan end 
Alberta policy of government assaist- 
ance for any and every form of ag- 
ricultural co-operative movement, 
the following statement by Samuel 
G. Dunn, editor of the Railway Age 
of Chicago is pertinent. 

‘*There is no more dangerous tep- 
dency in this country than that of 
an increasing number of industries to 
seek subsidies from government 
which they assume will help them, 
but which will at the same time in- 
jure other industries and inpose 
an increased burden of  taxa- 
tion upon the public, Many radicals 
apparently believe that the nation can 
tax itself rich by providing direct 
and indirect subsidies for lange class- 
es of voters.’’

The taxed are not ask- 
ing for heavier taxes or additional 
sources of taxation, Hf more taxes 
in new ways are assessed, relief from 
burdens imposed in old ways must 
be provided or the assembly will not 
even approach its duty. New taxes 
for paying members of boards and 
commissions and higher salaries, do 
not meet the situation. Farmers are 
depressed, home owners are anxious, 
business interests, already at low 
ebb, are looking to see what the 
Jegislature proposes to do. More 
taxes will not satisfy them.’’
